A study has been made of certain 
matters which concern the progress 


of ehemical education in 13 southern 
states. There are 110 accredited col- 
leges and ‘universities in these south- 
ern states, 17 medical colleges and 12 


schools of pharmacy. . 


Engineering experiment stations 
have been organiezd at a good many 
of the agricultural and mechanical 
colleges in the south. Some of the in- 
stitutions give courses in chemical 
engineering, Schools organized for the 
purpose of instruction or research ex- 
ist in the fields of metallurgy, tex- 
tiles, Ceramics, sugar, cottonseed 
(xylose), petroleum, tobacco and 
rayon. 


Eighteen new chemical laboratories | 
have been authorized, built..or ma- | 
terially enlarged since 1924. Thus as | 
regards the larger colleges and uni- 
versities, with a few exceptions, the 
building or space devoted to chemis- 
try is adequate at the present time 
throughout this section, leading chem- 
ists at the convention declare. 


The greatest need of the south to- 
day, in so far as its educational fa- 
cilities in chemistry are concerned, is 
for better working libraries in chem- 
istry at many institutions. While a 
few excellent technical libraries’ ex- 
ist, a great number of other institu- 
tions are endeavoring to build up 
their libraries which will enable chem- 
istry to take a large step forward. 


The total amount of research work 
which is being carried.on in the south, 
in connection with the colleges and 
universities is much greater than is 
generally believed, but the effort in 
this direction is by no means as great 
as is possible, according to leading 
experts at the cdnvention. In the 
smaller accredited colleges in Geor- 
gia, for example, it is said, little re- 
search is being attempted. The teach- 
ers in chemistry in these institutions 
often have a total of from 20 to 20 
hours teaching per week, due largely 
to the statement by the Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools of 
the Southern States that “in general, 
two laboratory hours will be counted 
as an-equivalent to one _ recitation 
hour.” This statement should be 
changed, it is said. A tremendously 
rapid industrial development is faking 
place in the south in chemical indus- 
tries. At this time a solution of some

It reveals secrets which cannot be dis- 
closed by any other means. ‘Then, 
there is microanalysis,. but this must 
not be confused with those methods 
which involve the use of the micro- 
scope. The lattér is very valuable 
as an aid to qualitative and, quantita- 
tive analysis. It affords an entirely 
new means of identifying substances 
and while chemical analysis cannot 
always tell us the actual compounds’ 
present in a mixture, the microscope 
with its accessories is of great value 
in this respect. Microscopié tests*are 
often of much more value than any 
other. So important have micro and 
microscopie methods become that we 
pow have a journal devoted to them.” 


Other Branches Needed. 


_ But, just as analytical chemistry 
is necessary to the other branches, the 
professor explained, it in turn draws 
on other divisions of the science for 
assistance. The aplpication of it to 
| physical chemistry is one of the out- 
standing events in its history. 


“The analytical chemist who is 
worthy of the name must be well 
grounded in physical chemistry.” 

Many other divisions of the society 
will hold meetings today, chief among 
which, besides the division of physical 
and inorganic chemistry, will be two 
group meetings involving the main 
body of delegates to the present con- 
vention.

Mr. Blakeslee is a veteran of | 
the A. P. and for many years was 
connected with the Chicago bureau of | 
that organization. 


‘Then there is Hugh O'Connor, red- | 
headed science reporter of the New| 
York Times, another veteran in the | 
intricacies of scientific gatherings. | 
Mr. O’Connor is ong of the few re- 
porters at the convention who can 
grapple rvasually with ithe mose ses- 
quipedalian notes on the program 
and is at home in such a meeting. 
O’Connor made a notable record with 
the A. FE. F. in France, and unlike 
most journalists, is thoroughly train- 
ed in science. He studied in Colum- 
bia and has visited most of the cities 
in the world. 


James T. Grady, director of pub-| 
licity, Columbia University, New 
York, chief of the news service of 
the American Chemical Society, is 
the real mainspring of the journal- 
istic organization at the Biltmore. It 
is Mr. Grady who must get ready -for 
almost instantaneous use any of a 
large number of papers dealing with 
the most acute discussions in chem- 
istry, and he never misses. He’s right 
there, no matter what the problem or 
the question. He is former pro- 
fessor in the school of journalism at 
Columbia Univetsity, whither he 
went.to the Herald Tribune of New 
York, where he occupied every edi-| 
torship. He is a Harvard, man, as| 
well as a graduate of the Columbia 
law school, 

Recently he was decorated by King 
Emanuel, of Italy, as cavalier of the 
Order of the Crown of Italy for dis- 
tinguished service to the Italian cul- 
ture in America.. He is.a Yankee, 
also a good southerner, and owns a 
noted estate in Winsted, Litchfield 
county, Conn., his birthplace, known 
as Dunmore, named for the  birth- 
place of his father in Ireland. Mr. 
Grady is noted as a breeder of pure- 
blood Ayrshirf® cattle, which rapidly 
are gaining ground in the south.

of the bureau of standards, It opens! 
one of nature’s greatest storehouses, | 
hitherto untouched by man because | 
the sugar formerly cost $100 a pound. 
"Phe sweet is xylose—pronounced | 
zi-los,. Trees and many .kinds of 
plants ‘abound with it. The ¢hemists . 
were informed that xylose is probably 
the third »most widely ‘@istributed 
organic compound in. nature, 

Little is yet known of its 4ood 
values. Possibly persons with a 
sweet tooth, may eat all they wish, 
for preliminary experiments indicate 
that it is not assimilated but passes 
through the digestive system without 
apparent effect. A statement from 
the news service of the society calls 
it. a “non-fattening” sugar.. 

Even if food uses prove small, 
xylose is an important commercial 
discovery. Dr. Schreiber calls it “a 
product whose potentialities are still 
to be fathomed, from a vast annual 
supply of a very cheap raw mate- 
rial.” It has been sought. by indus- 
try for acid making and in some 
cases considered so useful that a 
price of 50 cents a pound was rated 
as economical. 

From Cottonseed Hull. 


The bureau of standards formula 
makes it of cottonseed hull bran. Dr. 
Schreiber says the United States can 
produce between 1,000,000 and 1,500,- 
000 tons of this bran a year, now 
nearly all a waste product. 

A meat substitute made from cotton- 
seed was described by David Wesson, 
of Montclair, N. J. 

“It is a sweet, almost tasteless 
flour-like body,” he said, “which will 
keep as well as wheat flour. It car- 
ries 50 to~60 per cent protein, or 
2 1-2 to 3 times as much as is found 
in meat and available for human food. 
When properly prepared it is palat- 
able and nutritious. It not only can 
be eaten but has been eaten by many 
people. 

“When mixed with vegetable short- 
ening and water to simulate meat, a 
meat substitute costing about 5 cents 
a pound can be produced. It can be 
used in hash. croquettes, meat loaf, 
sausages, sandwich fillings, etc. Such 
a product would be a boon to the

50,000,000 Cubic Foot 
Gasser Comes as Mary 
Sudik Is Checked. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., April 7. 
(?)—Oklahoma. City’s oil field fast 
Was approaching normalcy tonight 
with the No. 1 Mary Sudik gusher 
apparently under control and crews 
of workmen at other operations firing 
up boilers for resumption of drilling 
after an ll-day letup due to the 
gusher’s wild flow.

A _ paved 
state highway passing through the 
danger zone remained closed tonight.

as the drill penetrated a crevasse. As 
in the case of the Mary Sudik well, 
Ee Precure No. 1 blew in before a 


master gate had been installed. Steps 
were taken to stop the flow of the 
gasser with mud.

ico the last two summers. 

There he gathered specimens of 
hardwoods, petrified cycads, palmet- 


tos, clumps of tree fern roots, the 
more usual pines, together with some 
bones of turtles and dinosaurs, all ‘of 
which lived about 40,000,000 years 
ago, according to the professor. 

In the period known as the Mesa 
Verde division of the upper Creta- 
ceous time the great interior “Pierre 
sea”’ stretched from the region of the 
present Gulf of Mexico to the Arctic 
ocean and the present San Juan 
| basin region constituted a great flat 
country of swamps and bayous. 
| “These fossils from the Mesa Verde 
| of the San Juan basin in their ex- 
| traordinary variety make possible one 
of those rare opportunities when we 
ean bring to light a landscape of by- 
gone times,’ Professor Wieland said. 
“The investigation of the new material 
is well under way. Professor Samuel 
J. Record, of the school of forestry, 
has verified the determination of sev- 
eral of the species of hardwoods which 
ure of remarkable preservagion as seen 
in thin sections under the microscope.”

The present organization of the mo-

The formation of a three-power 
pact at London between the United

REVIVING GOD’S WORK. 

Text: “O Lord, revive thy work 
in the midst df the ycars, in the 
midst of the years e known; 
in wrath; remember: mercy. — 

Habakkuk 242. 

With the coming of the season of 
spring, all the churches in some form 
unite. with the ancient prophet ip 
praying for the revival of God's 
work. | 

The analogy of revwing nature, and 
of quickened spiritual life within the 
churches, is a beautiful and seemly 
one upon which we may meditate 
with profit. 

Let us remember that the God of 
nature is likewise the God of the 
church and that He has made the 
fields, and stream and forest, earth 
and sky, to be heralds of His message 
of quickened' life; Jet his sons and 
daughters be likewise renewed in 
spiritual energy and life. : 

It is historically true that Lent, 
revivals, missions, and other like serv- 
ices, designed to both inaugurate and 
deepen spiritual life, are prevalent 
throughout all denominations and, 
usually, concurrently with the season 
of spring. 

This is the result of world-wide ob- 
servation and of the universal good 
sense and right feeling of. Christians. 

Everywhere, therefore, t¢t prayer be 
made by all reverent. souls for the 're- 
vival of God's work. 

Prayer seems peculiarly adapted t 
at ‘once begin; continue 41.4 consum- 
mate movements of religious’ charac 
ter and power.

In view of t’ is long history of re- 
newed spiritual life in answer to 
prayer, by means. of prayer, and con- 
currently with prayer, is it net very 
odd that there is so prevalent a neg- 
lect of prayer?

Let us pray constantly, energetical- 
ly, . fervently, and definitely for a 
world-wide ‘revival of pure and un- 
defiled religion. he Sigh ee: =f 
To secure this boon from Heaven 
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largely of historical interest only. He 
was a combination of Quaker, Deist 
and ree Thinker, and nearly every- 
thing he wrote grew out of that com- 
bination. As a Quaker he repudiated 
external authority in religion; as a 
Deist he accepted no evidences of re- 
ligious verities except those apparent 
to “reason”; and as a Free inker 
he rejected every guide to morality 
except his own consciénce. 

His book was not so much anti- 
Christian as it was anti-Biblical. This 
is not strange when one recalls that 
the vast majority of contemporary 
Christians regarded the Scriptures, 
including the Old Testament, as the 
absolute and inerrant Word of God. 
Paine simply refused to believe that 
70d was responsible for the whole 
Bible. Few enlightened spirits would 
disagree with his opinion today. 

Time b&s shifted the basis of the 
controversy. Many of its issues are 
no longer germane. Criticism has 
given us a conception of Holy Writ 
against which Paine’s tirades fall flat, 
and historical «science has disen- 
tangled the essentials of Christianity 
from the accidents attached to it 
by tradition. The. sole question of 
permanent significance Paine raised 
(and it was ete common to the Eng- 
lish and. French Deists of the 18th 
century) was whether religion in- 
volved a divine revelation. The mat- 
ter is still agitated and Julian Hux- 
ley'’s book, “Religion Without Revela- 
tion,” bears directly upon it. 

Modern Humanism repeats Paine's 
contention in new forms. But if we 
accept the position of Professor Al- 
fred E. Garvie, namely, that religion 
is in itself revelation, we can offer 
a sound defense. All religion — will 
then be a divine revelation in human 
hearts and human lives. But since 
religions vary in spiritual quality and 
effeet, we shall have to find the fullest 
revelation of God in that religion 
which is most conspicuous for its ele- 
vation of human life and character.

BASEBALL TIPS

Next to being a sure catch of a 
fly ball and being able to cover 
ground, it is most essential for an 
outfielder to have a good throwing 


. arm. 


If possible try to cateh the ball 
at the shoulder so there is no lost 
motion in drawing the arm back 
in the act of throwing. 

Throw the ball overhand from 
the outfield. A ball thrown side 
arm has a tendency to curve and 
bounce off line when it hits the 
ground. 

Also -a ball thrown .overhand 
gains an extra tus. when it 
hits and does not die as side-arm 
balls often do. 

Always throw.on a line and 
bounce the ball to the catcher or 
infielder to whom you are throw- 
ing, unless the throw is a very 
short one. 

A “rainbow” throw that reaches 
the catcher on the “fly,” never 
catches a base runner. 

Do not make a useless threw to 
the plate when your team is sev- 
eral runs ahead. Let the run score 
and throw to second base and keep 
the batter on first where he can- 
not score on a single.

Raskeob is now regarded as having 
been inspired by forces which are pre- 
pared to carry on the fight against 
him at least until the fortheoming 
North Carolina democratic primary 
at which Simmons’ political skin is 
the stake.

Bailey’s can- 
didacy, ‘considerably discounted at the 
outset, has shown surprising strength, 
to the extent, in fact, of where his 
supporters recently captured the elec- 
tion machinery. 

The Simmons’ workers realized that 
their greatest hope lay in arousing the 
people who rallied to him in 1928 
so they proceeded to work with Sen- 
ator Robinson, who is very frankly 
out to retaliate for the democratic 
attack on Huston. 

In a way it might be said that it is 
the sentiment of both parties coming 
together on very common ground. By 
pulling Simmons’ irons out of the fire 
as well as those of Heflin, the repub- 
licans, it is pointed out, are repaying 
them for the assistance they gave the 
republicans in 1928 as well as becloud- 
ing the charges against Huston. 


“Astonished, Appalled.” 


Simmons in his attack on Raskob 
today cited an editorial in The Wash- 
ington Post, asserting that it came 
“from a source that has always been 
friendly to Mr. Raskob and unfriendly 
to prohibition.”

The activities of the Savannah 
Junior League have a great deal of 
interest to Junior League members in 
Atlanta. A number of Atlanta girls 
are members of the Savannah League 
and a number of Savannah girls are 
members of the Atlanta League. 
Apart from the personal element, the 
work which the Savannah Junior 
Jeague accomplishes is of such splen- 
did character as to interest anyone. 
Upon a recent visit to Savannah I 
had the privilege of attending one of 
the monthly meetings of the league. 

was so thoroughly impressed with 
the spirit and the accomplishments of 
the league that I wish to devote this 
week's “Jottings” to the Savannah 
Junior League. 

The Junior Service League of Sa-| 
vannah was formed by the “Eliza- | 
beth Butler Circle’ and the “Mar-| 
varet Botteme Circle,” each of these | 
groups having a long record of splen- | 
did semvice to the city. Miss Cath-| 
erine Charlton, the newly elected 
president of the Savannah League, 
was the first president of the Service 
League. In 1926 the Junior Service 
League was admitted to membership 
in the Association of Junior Leagues 
of America, Chattanooga sponsoring 
and Washington seconding them. 
Such was their record and their per- 
sonnel that they were admitted to 
national membership within less than 
a year after application. Mrs. Frank 
McIntyre was the first president of 
the Savannah Junior League and in- 
nugurated many of the activities’ 
which have been carried on since, 
their adrhission Junior League 
membership. 

One of the things which impresses | 
one most is the very vital part which 
the league and its members play in 
the life of the city. The city ef Sa- 
vannah has established a health cen- 
ter and the Junior League conducts 
in this health center 19 clinics a 
week. The entire second floor of! 
the building is taken over by the 
league. These clinics are of nine’ 
classifications, pediatric, pre-natal, 
orthopoedic, dental, ear, eye, nose and 
throat, gynecological, cardio-nephritic | 
and skin. The doctors of the city 
sive their services to the clinics. The. 
Junior League pays for the equip-, 
ment of the clinics, for a supervisor) 
and for two full-time nurses. This 
supervisor also supervises the clinics 
of the city and in return the public 
health nurses do follow-up work for) 
the clinies of the league. Two mem- | 
bers serve at every climic keeping. 
records. This brings them in close | 
teuch with each case. The league | 
has also organized a motor corps, 
the members of which take the visit- 
ing nurses for follow-up work. 

Besides the clinical work, the: 
Junior League also maintains a baby | 
ward of 12 beds at the Telfair hos- | 
pital. Junior League members serve | 
in this ward when the special nurse | 
is off duty. Eighty hours of work a 
year are required of each member of | 
the league, at least 40 hours ef which | 
must be spent in social service either 
at the clinic, the hospital or with the 
motor corps. This requirement is a 
splendid one as ‘it keeps all the mem- 
bers of the league actively in touch 
with each phase of the work of the 
league.

LONDON, April 7.—(UN)—Egypt 
was threatened by one of the great- 
est plagues in its history today as 
swarms of insects advanced toward the 
Suez canal and the Nile valley from 
Palestine and trans-Jordan, a Cairo 
dispatch to the London Daily Tele- 
graph said.
